ORDER OF BUSINESS: The Mayor opened the regular meeting at 6:30pm.

a. Approve minutes of June 17, 2019 — Trustee Pynchon made a motion to approve the
minutes of June 17%, 2019; seconded by Trustee Proemm. All voted in favor. Motion
carries.

ACCEPTANCE OF DEPARTMENT HEAD REPORTS:
Trustee Pynchon made a motion to accept the Department Head Reports; seconded by Trustee
Larrabee. All voted in favor. Motion carries.

Superintendent Hallahan updated the Board that the paving has been completed on Hillside Rd.,
Woods Dr., and Fairlane. The paving should be completed by 12:00pm tomorrow
(July 16, 2019) on Sullivan Drive.

Trustee Pynchon is going to send the brush pick up schedule for Thursday, July 25" and
the fall pick up that starts the day after Columbus Day and ends the second Friday in
November at 12:00pm to the newspaper.

Trustee Pynchon asked if the Solar Site work is completed? Superintendent Hallahan
stated that they are working on the fence and the parking, roadway and landscaping need
to be addressed. Trustee Pynchon stated that once it is completed, she would like to
inform the community that all of the Village buildings are solar.

Trustee Pynchon asked about the two pedestrian crossings on Park St. Superintendent
Hallahan stated that the poles are set and should be completed next week.

Recreation Director Putman informed the Board that the drawings have been removed at Bend
in the River. There have been issues at Taylor Park with the toilets being clogged and
the water pump being turned off. The Water Plant found the issue and Dave Ragan
fixed the issue.

Recreation Director Putman stated that swimming and tennis lessons have begun.
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Trustee Pynchon asked if anything has been set up with Patty Ritchie with Bend in the
River and an article done to get people using the park. Mayor Dalton stated that it has
not been set up yet.

Police Chief Santimaw said that the two newest Officers have completed their field training and

are doing fantastic. Chief Santimaw stated that he has confirmed the reaccreditation and
the Village of Canton Police Department is the only one in St. Lawrence County besides
the NYS Troopers. The accreditation is to see if the Department is up to New York
State Standards.

Trustee Pynchon asked about Ryan Cole attending narcotics investigation course. Chief
Santimaw stated that he attended to fill a void after Officer Flint retired.

Recreation Director wanted to thank Chief Santimaw and the EMS for the help last week.

Code Officer Murray did not have anything to add to his report.

Trustee Pynchon asked if the building on Riverside Dr. was taken down and if they had
a demo permit? Code Officer Murray stated that they had a permit and the building is
down. The owner of the property will haul the building away.

Trustee Pynchon asked Code Officer Murray about the concerns from the neighbors
about the retention pond by Appleton Arena. Code Officer Murray stated that they did
not wait enough time for the job to be completed. The retention pond is to control the
storm water from the asphalt parking lot. The pond will direct the storm water to the
river.

Trustee Pynchon asked Code Officer Murray about the various illegal signs that were
referenced in his report. Code Officer Murray stated that the owners will be invited and
addressed at the next Planning Board meeting.

Treasurer Noble did not have anything to add.

c. Rental Registration- Trustee Pynchon told Code Officer Murray that she will be
speaking with him to provide feedback on the Rental Registration.

b. Ethics- Trustee Pynchon said that at the Joint Town/Village Meeting in June the
Boards that the disclosure statement was not well received. The Boards suggested
taking the disclosure statement out and to not include it in the law. The suggestion
was not well received by the Ethics Committee. Trustee Pynchon referenced the
Town of Woodstocks’ Disclosure Statement. After discussion the Board agreed that
the disclosure statement would be better and to have the disclosure statement
referred to in the law as an attachment.

Trustee O’Brien stated that he likes the flexibility in the form and the law needs to
specify what employees/elected/appointed will need to complete the disclosure
statement.

Trustee Proemm asked if volunteer boards would be included?

Trustee O’Brien stated that there are a lot of people that have been working with the
Village for a long time. He stated that this needs to be a partnership and built on
trust.

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d. Discuss the State Street Trail Recreation Trails Grant Program- Trustee Proemm
stated that Eric Backus and the Clarkson group are working on the trails program.
